We are at pres- 
a t situated on the southern end of 
Uison Island, i Our regiment had some 
lively scrapping here when we firs 
arrived, as we were th . Brat Athert­ 
o n troops to land at this point We 
>Mave but five companies of the reft 
sent here, the other companies do­ 
ing garrison duty at other points. The, 
Filipinos are not very good fighters,] 
and the only time they scrap is when 
they catch small scouting parties and 
ambush them; and a fellow is not 
safe a mile away from a military post. 
The Filipino soldiers are 
generally 
armed with a bolo, a dagger and a 
rifle, and they can build the finest 
entrenchments ever 
erected. 
There 
are breastworks everywhere. 
“The rainy season has started, an 
it rains almost every day. 
The cli­ 
mate is very hot at times; but it gets 
very cool at night 
I have become 
pretty well acclimated. 
I got pretty 
thin at first; but I will pick up all 
right when I get some good grub.

Car Was Hauled to the Bank] 
and a Number of Articles 
Secured. 


SEARCHERS LOATH TO GIVE UR 


All that is left of the ill-fated ex­ 
press car No. 613 now lies on the 
banks of the Ohio river between the 
manhandle railroad and the water s 
edge at a point almost directly oppo­ 
site from the Wellsville shops. 
Saturday morning'the -car lodged on 
the head of Brenneman’s island and 
was discovered by Freight Brakeman 
Clark, who notified the railroad au­ 
thorities at the Wellsville shops. 
Before the railroad officials could 
act Evan Hughes and a man named 
Jarvis, who both reside at the lower 
end of Wellsville, crossed the river 
in skiffs and tied a line to the re­ 
mains of the car. 'It was then pulled 
to the river’s edge and* securely fas­ 
tened. 
At 11:30 the Panhandle wreck train 
arrivod and their first action was to 
j fasten a line to the lower end of the 
! • ar and swing it clear around, placing 
the open end of the car down stream 
and the closed end up stream, thus 
giving a chance for all light articles 
to fioat away. 
They then commenced to work with 
three-pronged grappling irons in the 
hope that they might secure the body 
of Express Messenger Casey, but they 
were doomed to disappointment, and 
the waters of the Ohio have not yet 
given up their dead. 
A gas regulator, consigned to an Al- 
lib ice firm, was the first thing taken 
out of the car, and during the after­ 
noon several other heavy 
packages 
were taken out. 
One of the packages was a very 
heaw iron bound box and the com- 


m o n rumor is that it contain* bull- 
ion 
I.ate in the afternoon a line 
was 
fastened to the bottom of the car and 
at was drawn up on the bank. It was 
then turned over and a second box 
was found. The contents of the two 
boxes is said to be valued at $800,- 


000. 


Everything of any value was loaded 
on the wreck train and at 6:30 Sat­ 
urday afternoon it left for Steuben­ 
ville. 
About 2:30 Saturday afternoon the 
trunk of Express Messenger 
Casey 
was found oh the head of 
Brenne- 
mau’s island by John 
Ralston, 
of 
Wellsville. 
He took it to Wellsville ; 
aud it was sent to Cleveland to the 
i datives of Casey. 
jam es Smith, George White 
and 
Charles W elt were on the island yes­ 
terday afternoon about IO o’clock and 
they found a match safe which is sup­ 
posed to have belonged to Casey. 
The river for a distance Of several, 
yards was dragged in the hope that, 
the body of Casey might be found, but 
they had to. give it up in despair, as 
no trace whatever could be found, and 
if the body was where it lodged at 
the head of the island it was lost 
again when the car was turned around 
by the wreck crew. 
All Saturday afternoon the Panhan­ 
dle track in the vicinity of the car 
was lined with peop> who eagerly; 
scanned every piece of 
expressage 
that was brought forth. A large num­ 
ber of them remained until after the 
wreck train, as lf they were loath to 
give up the search for the express 
messenger. 
There is now but little doubt that 
the body of Casey left the car some­ 
where between this city and Beaver 
and until the river recedes considera­ 
bly the body will not b& recovered.

An In terestin g Letter from a Liver* 
pool Boy Now on Luzon 
Island. 
The following letter from the Phil 
jp pines from one of our East Liver 
pool boys. addressed to Mr. James F. 
jCcGonigle, will be read with interest 
by our citizens: 
•friend James—This kind of life 
night suit some people; but I am 
tot specially struck on it. Of course 
I am not sorry that I enlisted, as I 
gave been permitted to see a good deal 
of the world. We had a great trip 
coming around the globe on.the U. S. 
transport Thomas, and oar passage 
through the Suez canal will not soon 
se forgotten by me. We are at pres­ 
ent situated on the southern end of 
Luson Island. 10ur regiment had some 
lively scrapping here when we first 
arrived, as we were the first Ameri­ 
can troops to land at this point. We 
.have but Ave companies of the regi­ 
ment here, the other companies do­ 
ing garrison duty at other points. The 
Filipinos are not very good fighters,: 
and the only time they scrap is when 
they catch small scouting parties and 
ambush them; and a fellow is not 
safe a mile away from a military post. 
The Filipino soldiers are 
generally 
armed with a bolo, a dagger and a 
rifle, and they can build the finest 
entrenchments ever 
erected. 
There 
•re breastworks everywhere. 
“The rainy season has started, and 


it rains almost every day. 
The cli­ 
mate is very hot at times; but it gets 
rery cool at night. 
I have become 
pretty well acclimated. 
I got pretty 
thin at first; but I will pick up all 
right when I get some good grub. I 
tope our time at this point will be 
short, as the country is not fit for a 
white man. 
“James, I wish you could see how' 
these niggers live. 
They build their 
shacks 
of 
bamboo, and cocoanut 
palms are used 
for 
roofing. The 
shacks are about IO feet square. The 
natives live mostly on fish and cigar­ 
ettes. Girls smoke as well as boys, 
iud also indulge in chewing. 
They 
ase some kind of a native leaf for 
chewing. The girls are poorly clad, 
and when we first came here, all the 
clothing on a hundred of them would 
lot have been sufficient to make a 
flag to signal a trolley car; but they 
have become more civilized now. 
“The big girls now wear a piece of 
temp cloth. The dressing process is 
lot a very elaborate affair. 
They 
simply give the cloth a half hitch and 
a twist, and then they are in full 
dress, ready to receive company. 
“The rumor was prevalent that we 
*’ere to be taken to China, but I 
guess it will all end in talk. I hope 
that the trouble will soon be settled 
•ut there, as well as here. 
Well, Jim, I’ll close for this time.

CASEY’S BODY IS 
STILL MISSING 


A Careful Search of the Ruins of 
the Express Car Failed 
to Reveal 


ANY TRACE OF THE 
BODY 


Car Was Hauled to the Bank 
and a Number of Articles 
Secured. 


SEA R C H E R S LOATH TO G IVE UP 


All that is left of the ill-fated ex­ 
press car No. 613 now lies on the 
banks of the Ohio river between the 
Panhandle railroad and the water’s 
edge at a point almost directly oppo­ 
site from the Wellsville shops. 
Saturday morning the car lodged on 
the bead of Brenneman’s island and 
was discovered by Freight Brakeman 
Clark, who notified the railroad au­ 
thorities at the Wellsville shops. 
Before the railroad officials could 
act Evan Hughes ami a man named 
Jarvis, who both reside at the lower 
end of Wellsville, - crossed the river 
In skiffs and tied a line to the re­ 
mains of the car. ■ It was then pulled 
to the river’s edge and* securely fas 
tened. 
Ai 11:30 the Panhandle wreck train 
arrived and their first action was to 
fasten a line to the low'er end of the 
• ar and swing it clear around, placing 
the open end of the car down stream 
and the closed end up stream, thus 
giving a chance for all light articles 
to float away. 
They then commenced to work with 
three-pronged grappling irons in the 
hope that they might secure the body 
of Express Messenger Casey, but they 
were doomed to disappointment, and 
the waters of the Ohio have not yet 
given up their dead. 
A gas regulator, consigned to an Al 
lit*'ice firm, was the first thing taken 
out of the car, and during the after­ 
noon several other heavy 
packages 
were taken out. 
One of the packages was a very 
heavy iron bound box and the com­ 
mon rumor is that it contains bull­ 
ion 
Late in the afternoon a line was 
fastened to the bottom of the car and 
it was drawn up on the bank. It was 
then turned over and a second box 
was found. The contents of the two 
boxes is said to be valued at $800,- 
000.

The usual custom of adjourning over 
from Thursday until the following Mon­ 
day during the first weeks of the session 
probably will bo de]tarted from this ses­ 
sion. 
That is the desire of the Republi­ 
can leaders now here, and they say there 
probably will Im* no such adjournment 
this week. 
The leaders of the house arc preparing 
to press with great vigor the important 
business of tile short sassionof congress. 
Already considerable preliminary com­ 
mittee w<»rk has been done on the im­ 
portant measures—the bill for the re­ 
duction of war revenue taxes, the army 
reorganization bill, the river and harbor 
bill and several of the apnropriation 
bills—and the legislative mill will start 
under a full head of steam. 
The army 
reorganization bill is considered t antica - 
larly urgent, owing to the jMissibility of 
irs meeting strenuous opposition after 
it reaches the senate, and it is the inten­ 
tion of the leaders t<> get it out of the 
way at the earliest possible moment. 
lr will he reported probably tomorrow 
and will Is* taken up at once, unless, 
after further consultation, it is decided 
to let the legislative, executive and judi­ 
cial appropriation bill, which also will 
be ready tomorrow, in ahead of it. The 
Democrats will caucus on the army bill 
tcMiay, and the indications now are that 
they w ill offer as a substitute for the 
permanent reorganization measure a bill 
extruding for two or three years the 
present law for a provisional army. 
The bill to reduce the war revenue 
taxes has bt*eu practically completed by 
the Republican members of the ways 
and means committee, and it will be 
submitted to the full committee on 
Tuesday, unless in the meantime a cau­ 
cus of the Republicans should Im found 
advisable.

among hundreds of people who were 
bunding at the crossing waiting to get 
by when the train had passed. 
The 
accommodation train was drawn by 
engine 686, in charge of Engineer A. 
Abel and Fireman 
William 
Elliott. 
Both men stuck to their posts and es- 
aped without serious injury. 
The Bellaire 
train 
had 
hardly 
Tossed the bridge over the Allegheny 
river when a switch engine shunted 
two box cars, a gondola and 
an oil 
tank car into a siding in the yards 
near Washington avenue and 
Sedg­ 
wick street. 
After the cars had been placed the 
switch engine went away 
and 
the 
switch was not closed. There was no 
signal showing that it was open, and 
when Engineer Abel ran along at that 
point, the first thing he knew his en­ 
gine gave a lurch to one side. He re­ 
alized that he was running onto an 
open siding and applied the brakes, 
but the space was too short to allow 
the brakes to work. 
The hundreds of people who had 
been forced to stand at the crossing 
while the accommodation passed saw 
the train dash into the box cars with 
a terrific crash.

We had a great trip 
coming around the globe on . the U. S 
jansport Thomas, and 
our 
passage 
through the Suez canal will not soon 
an forgotten by me. 
We arc at pres­ 
ent situated on the southern end of 
Lo,on Island. Our regim ent had some 
lively scrapping here when we first 
arrived, as we were the Brat Amerl- 
an troops to land at this point. 
We 
have but Ave companies of the reed 
ment here, the other companies do 
Ins garrison duty at other points. The 
Filipinos are not very good fighters. 
and the only tim e they scrap is when 
•hey catch small scouting parties and 
ambush them; and a fellow is not 
,afe a mile away from a m ilitary post. 
The Filipino soldiers are 
generally 
armed with a bolo, a dagger and a 
ride, and they can build the finest 
•ntrenchments ever 
erected. 
There 
are breastworks everywhere. 
“The rainy season has started, and 
it rains almost every day. 
The cli- 
nate is very hot at tim es; but it gets 
rery cool at night. 
I have become 
pretty well acclimated. 
I got pretty 
thin at first; but I will pick up all 
right when I get some good grub. 
Mope our time at this point will be 
short, as the country is not fit for a 
white man. 
“James. I wish you could see how, 
these niggers live. 
They build their 
shacks 
of 
bamboo, and cocoanut 
palms are used 
for 
roofing. 
The 
shacks are about IO feet square. The 
s&tives live mostly on fish and cigar­ 
ettes. 
Girls smoke as well as boys, 
and also indulge In chewing-

use some kind of a native leaf for 
chewing. 
The girls are poorly clad, 
and when we first came here, all the 
clothing on a hundred of them would 
tot have been sufficient to make a 
lag to signal a trolley car; but the> 
have become more civilized now. 
“The big girls now wear a piece of 
aemp cloth. 
The dressing process is 
lot a very elaborate affair.
